NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—In the fol- 
lowing copyrighted article Robert 
Barry, staff correspondent of the 
Evening World, explaing why Presi- 
dent Coolidge has economized on 
the time he lends himself to social 
andsemi-official functions: 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — The 
President amazed and shocked one 


of the most distinguished audi- 
ences ever assembled in Washing- 
ton when he walked out of the 
Lindbergh show Monday evening. 

Mr. Coolidge devoted less than 
30 minutes to a performance to 
which all -Washington, save the 
elect, clamored in vain for admis- 
sion. His own speech could have 
been read in three minutes, except 
for the applause which greeted his 
every reference to Lindbergh. 

Th President sat through the 
Lindbergh response, a halting, em- 
barrassed address. Then motioning 
to Mrs. Coolidge, the President 
took. his leave. 

Coolidge Decides on New Policy. 

Mr. Coolidge intended no disre- 
spect to Lindbergh nor to the 
other heroes of the air grouped 
about him. He has decided ona 
new policy which he believes 
should govern the public appear- 
ances of the President of the Unit- 
ed States. He has set himself to the 
specific purpose of shattering the 
notion that there are certain semi- 
official duties of a social nature to 
which the White House is slave. 

The Coolidge idea is that there 


a! oe grown up a fallacious theory 


iat the’ President is a servant at 
the beck and call of every civic 
group, lodge or trade which wishes 
to “dress up” its speaker’s table at 
a Washifhgton banquet. 

Mr. Coolidge’s first test of his 
new theory came when the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
held their annual convention, An 
annual address by the President is 
a feature. He declined. He an- 
nounced that he thought a speech 
every two years would be more 
appropriate.

Mr. Coolidge’s mistake, if any, 
reposes in his choice of occasions 
to demonstrate his theory. 

Programs distributed at the 
ceremony Monday night called at- 
tention to the fact that the Presi- 
dent would leave after presenting 
the medal. 

Mr. Coolidge is represented as 
being resentful of the methods 
whereby he is forced to journey to 
Philadelphia this week to address 
the Union League Club of that 
city.

Krenz left Pekin late last month, 
ostensibly for a few days’ hunting 
trip. Inquiries after he had over- 
Stayed his leave are stated to have 
uncovered the defalcations, : 
Krenz was seen in Shanghai early 
in November, where he was living 
ynder an assumed namie and spend- 
ing money freely. It is thought he 


may now be aboard a British 
Steamer between Hongkong and 
Singapore, due about Nov. 17. 


American offiicals at Singapore 
have been ihstructed to arrest him 
if he lands there, while officials at 
Tokio and Manila also are watch- 
ing for him. 

Only recently Krenz discovered 
that he was in an advanced stage 
of tuberculosis and that there was 
little hope for his mecoverys He 
resigned from his post tin order. to 
make an early return to the United’ 
States. He leaves a wife and three 
small children virtually destitute 
in Pekin. 

Friends expressed the belief that 
Krenz defaulted during an aberra- 
tion caused by the prospect of an 
early death. His first known de- 
falcation took place early in Qcto- 
ber, after physicians had said that 
he probably had only a few months 
to live. 

He remitted a portion 
to his wife from Shanghai

Krenz then tried other expedie ts 
to send money to his wife or her 
relatives, but the remittances were 
intercepted. 

He 
was a former enlisted man in the 
Marine Guard at Pekin, became 2 
trusted legation code clerk and 
then was promoted to the post of 
disbursing officer, at which he 
worked for three years.

Was he at the 
time. capable of judging whether 
the act was right or wrong? Did 
he know at the time that it was 
an offense against the laws of God 
and man? 

Judge Shook today granted per- 
mission for the tentative jurors to 
attend a theater,tonight, but when 
the nature of the show to which 
they had been ‘invited was ex- 
plained to him, first by defense 
counsel and then by Prosecutor 
Taft, Judge Shook rescinded his 
permission. 

The Court did not think the play,

Of the Italians killed, Russo, 
Spicuzza, Giamanco and the Aiello 
brothers are placed with one fac- 
tion, and Palazzolo, Casamento and 
Amato with the rival clique. The 
other’ Italian killed, Palmisano, was 
a wealthy merchant and, police 
gay, one of the many prosperous 
Italians forced to pay tribute to 
the gangs. 

The extortion was managed with- 


out much bloodshed until last Au-’ 


gust. Alphonse Palazzolo was the 
reputed head of the gang, and he 


had HMeutenants to execute his or- 


ders. The gang took. care of Ital- 
jan bootleggers, protecting . them 
from raids by Cuckoo gangsters, 
and taxing the bootleggers for the 
service. 

It also extorted money from le- 


| gitimate Italian business men with- 


out performing any service. When 
a member of the gang entered a 
store and said to the proprietor. 
“Lend me fifty,” or “We're getting 
up a purse for a sick family,” the 
proprietor “contribuced.” 

Some merchants have told police 
the gang's collectors made their 
rounds as often and as regularly 
as bill collectors. The collectors’ 
demands were in proportion to the 
size of the merchants’ business. 


For instance, a levy of 5 cents a 


bunch is said to have been collect- 
ed on bananas brought into St. 
Louis. 

Palazzolo-Russo Quarrel. 

A quarrel between Palazzolo and 
his chief lieutenant, Russo, over 
money matters, started the present 
series of killings. Russo and his 
pal, Spicuzza, were killed; Giaman- 
co, friend of Russo, was next. Pal- 
azzolo, alleged to have boasted of 
having Russo and Spicuzza killed, 
himself was killed. Palmisano was 
killed, police think, because he 
stopped paying tribute after Palaz- 
zolo’s death. The Aiello brothers 
were killed, presumably. because 


of suspicion that they killed Pal- 


misano. Casamento and Amato, 
shot to death Saturday and yester-. 
day, respectively, were associates 
of Palazzolo, and therefore, police 
reason, marked for death by the 
Russo faction.

Amato tried to pacify the 
other men and apparently thought 
he had succeeded. He shook hands 
with both, patted one on the 
shoulder and turned to walk away. 
The two men then drew revolvers. 
fired 11 shots at Amato, threw 
their empty weapons at him and 
ran to an automobile in which

ords are of paramount importance 
in presenting the defense of this 
defendant,” Remus said. 

Proseoutor Taft opposed the mo- 
tion.

Some of the articles, stating that 
Hobbs was to be tried in two cases, 
were printed in time to be read hy 
members of the fifst jury, and 
were read by some of the jurors. 
After the first jury convicted 
Hobbs Wednesday, that fact was 
published in time to be read and 
was read, by members of the sec- 
ond jury, who did not agree in 
the case Wednesday, and were 
permitted to go to their homes that 
evening. The second jury reached 
a verdict of conviction Thursday 
morning. 

Jury Swayed by Argument.

“Shame” to Spend $22,500 
For Painting, Says Nolte 


Comptroller, Paying $12,000 As First Install- 
ment on Museum’s El Greco Acquisition, 
Asserts Hospitals Need Money. 


A bill “for $12,000 as first pay- 
ment for an El Greco masterpiece, 
“Portrait of a Spanish Nobleman 
of the Escobar Family,” purchased 
by the City Art Museum for }$22,- 
500, -7as paid yesterday by City 
Comptroller Nolte, who said he 
thought the expenditure was ‘a 
shame.” 

“The city hospitals and eleemo- 
synary institutions are overcrowded 
for lack of money to enlarge them, 
and public works need money bad- 
ly,’ Nolte commented. ‘“‘To spend 
that much money for a picture to 
hang on a wall where few people 
ever see it is a shame. - The Mu- 
seum and Zoo and Public Library 
have too much money. They 
shouldn’t be permitted to throw it 
away on extravagances. If their 
tax revenues cannot be reduced, at 
least the city’ should have contro! 
over their expenditures.” 

S. L. Sherer, director of the Art 
Museum, would not enter any con- 
troversy with Nolte over museum 
expenditures. 

The Museum Beard of Control 
taday issued a statement, in which 
it said the city should be proud of 
the acquisition of “this magnifi- 
cont example of the work of El 
Greco,” which “will add distinction 
to our already distinguished mu- 
seum and afford another proof 
that the Spirit of St. Louis has 
risen above material things.”’. 

The price of the canvas is mod- 
erate, the board declared, and _ it 
undoubtedly could be sold at a 
“handsome profit.” The board as- 


| 


serted it was guided by  enlight- 
ened, expert opinion in maintain- 
ing the museum’s ideals, and it ex- 
pressed pride in its services. ‘This 
board feels,” itsaid, “that only by 
keeping such an institution free 
from fractional control can. its 
great purpose be fulfilled.” 

The painting is the thrée-quar- 
ter length portrait of a man in cos- 
tume of the sixteenth century, 
wearing a sword. A _ table in the 
backgr2und bears the emblem of 
the Escobar fdmily. The picture 
was painted at Toledo, Spain, about 
1580, and is 44 by 39 inches. 

Museum authorities purchased it 
from a firm of New York art deal- 
ers. Dr. August L. Mayer of Mu- 
nich, an authority on El Greco, 
vouches for the authenticity of the 
painting. The New York firm ac- 
quired it from the collection of 
Baron Lazarone of Paris and Rome. 

El Greco, whose real name was 
Domenico Theotocopuli, was born 
in Crete in 1546 and went to Spain 
in his youth to join the Spanish 
school of painters. He died in 
1614 at Toledo, where he spent 
most of his life. His work is char- 
acterized by cold tones of blue and 
gray and varied tones of white. He 
also was one of the first impres- 
sionists and his work foreshadowed 
a school which flowered 150 years 
after his death. 

His masterpiece is “The Burial 
of the Count-of Orgaz”’ in the 
Church .of Santo Tome, . Toledo. 
The’ Rumanian royal family owns 
the largest collection of his works 
outside of Spain. Several .of his 
paintings are owned in’ England.

They suggested that the un- 
ion shops be grouped according to 
locality and different price-scale 
contracts be made with-the unions 
by each group. 

“The union barbers are pretty 
well satisfied with the 25 and 50 
cents scale,” a spokesman told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “but we 
are willing for downtown and hotel 
shops a:.d some in the West End to 
go to 35 and 75 cents if they think 
they can get it. Shops in outlying 
districts and in poorer neighbor- 
hoods ought to stay at the present 
scale and should be kept open 
longer in the evenings.”

| Maj. Victor Locke Jr., Chief uf 


Five Tribes in Oklahoma, 
Says Mind Is Blank, 


| By the Associated Press. 


ANTLERS, Ok.. Nov. 16.--Ap- 
peais from his tribesmen to fullfit 
an Indian chief's pledge to protect 
his women ard his elders, so en- 
raged Major Victer M. Locke dJr.. 
that he does not recall siaying Ab- 
ner Battiest, young Choctaw. he 
testified at his trial here on « 
charge of murder. 

Called to the stand in his own 
defense yesterday when the State 
rested after brief testimony from 
Irdian witnesses. Maj. 
clared his mind was in a daze on 
the night of Sept. 16. when he is 
alleged to have called Battiest from 
his home and shot him. | 

The Maior, son of the 87-year-old 
pioneer, who is attending the trial, 
and a Choctaw woman, told of 
reports reaching him that Battiest 


had attacked two Indian girls. He 


then described an alleged assauit 
by Battiest on the agesd “Uncle 
Dick” Locke. After hearing of 
these acts. Maj. Locke said 
mind failed. He declared he du 
not know anything about the shoot- 
ing until he was told by officers 
who took him in custody 
.Cut Allowance of Wife. 

Attracted by the spectacle of 
watching their former chief ati- 
swer charges in a white man’s 
court, old tribesmen and squaws sat 
quietly through the session. They 
displayed a keen interest when In- 
dian witnesses testified in the 
Choctaw tongue through an inter- 
preter. 

Three Indian youths, introduced 
by the State as eye-witnesses conld 
recall little of the shooting or of 
avents leading up to it. Two of 
them said they could not swear to 
previous statements that they told 
Maj. Locke of Battiest’s alleged md- 
vances to two of the Major’s wards. 

In reply to the State charge that 
a feud of long startling existed be- 
tween Battiest and himself, the 
major said he incurred the Indian's 
enmity by reducing the allowance 
of the young Choctaw’s divorced 
wife. 

Courthouse Overcrowded. 

He said bre persuaded the Indian 
agency to cut the allowance from 
$400 to $100 a week, -becanse hoe 
believed Battiest was spending the 
money in riotous living. Battiest's 
wife was a distant relative of Maj. 
Locke. 

The session ended when the State 
objected to an attempt by the de- 
fense to introduce evidence shoWw- 


ing financial reverses also caused - 


Maj. Locke to: worry following his 
resignation as chief of the five civ- 
ilized tribes. Arguments on this 
were ordered resumed today.

7 000,000 city improvement bond 

issue so far® to materialize in 
disappointment is the municipal 
market. It is the finest market in 
the nation, yet, if not an actual 
failure, it is obviously not a suc- 
cess. 

‘It is a thing of beauty, exterior 
and interior. It fills the block 
bounded by Sixth street, Broadway, 
Lucas and Morgan, a dignified, im- 
pressive structure, Within is every 
known device for handling food 
cleanly and attractively. Yet the 
stand keepers gaze up and down 
the sparsely filled shopping aisles 
and ponder the reason.

T WOULD be pleasant to be able to say 

of American journalism as a whole that 
it is ever and always the vigilant watchman 
on the tower, the fearless champion of good 
government.

It was easy 
to find a jury, in Washington, that knew 
nothing about the Fall-Sinclair theft, that 
had no opinion about it—easijer, perhaps, 
than it woud bave been to find 12 good citi- 
zens who were informed and had their 
dander up! 

In fairness it must be said that it is not 
the press alone that is responsible for this 
apparent {ndifferenee, this diseased. moral 
fiber."‘There has never been a time, since 
the day President Ceolidge, reluctantly, and 
with a certificate of good character, dis- 
charged Harry Daugherty from-his Cabinet, 
that one blast upon his bugle horn would 
not have stirred the republic to its depths.

“There are still a great 
many women,” said Mrs, Herman Blum, 
candidate for Council from the Eighth Dis- 
trict, “who, 1 amt sorry to say, feel that 
woman's place is in the home.” Mrs. H. H. 
Sinnamon, vice chairman of the Republican 
City Committee, said bluntly that “her 
women” wouldn't vote for the feminine 
candidates of the Citizens’ party, righteous- 
ness or no righteousness.

“ROMANTIC AMERICA.” By E.

MORE beautiful volume than 

Av one listed seldom finds its 

way to a reviewer’s desk. It is 

a handsomely produced folio, con- 
taining 304 full-page photographs 
of high artistic excellence, designed 
to set forth the beauty and wonder 
of our nation from coast to coast 
and from Canada to the Gulf. No 
section of the country has been 
neglected, and it is evident that the 
artist set about his task with no 
sectional prejudices. No other sin- 
gle volume that this writer has seen 
gives so comprehensive and con- 
vincing a conception of our coun- 
try’s greatness as does this tale 
told by a camera.

Shock, or collapse, accompanies 
most serious accidents and is char- 
acterized by pallor, quick pulse, 
sweating, thirst, shallow breathing 
and low blood pressure. The pati- 
ent complains of cold, faintness 
and deadness in his limbs; he lies 
quietly, eyes staring straight before 
him and speaks only with difficul- 
ty. Shock requires a doctor’s 
treatment, but you, can help by 
applying heat, Put hot-water bags 
between the body and arms and 
place blankets or coats both over 
and under the patient to prevent 
heat from escaping. The child 
should lie on his back with head 
low so that the blood will tend to 
run into his brain. Never raise 
his head upon a pillow. If the 
child is able to swallow, give him 
as a stimulant a half teaspoonful 
of spirits of ammonia in half a 
glass of water, hot tea, hot beef 
tea or hot milk, repeating, if nec- 
essary, in half an hour. Spirits of 
ammonia Or smelling salts can be 
inhaled if the patient cannot swal- 
low.

is best to call a doctor. 

Deep burns should always be 
treated promptly by a physician. 
While waiting for him to arrive ap- 
piy one of the dressings described. 
A solution of Epsom saits is a good 
dressing for burns, 

Bad burns are sometimes caused 
by acids and alkalis. These should 
be treated in the same way as 
burns caused by heat after the fol- 
lowing preliminary treatment: 
Wash burns of either type in water, 
preferably under a water tap. as 
quickly as possible; neutralize an 
acid burn by applying time water, 
a mixture of baking soda and wa- 
ter, or soapsuds; neutralize an al- 
kali burn with vinegar or lemon 
juice, 
burn, care should always be used 
in removing clothing. if the 
clothing sticks to the burn, do not 
pull it off. Cut around the part 
that sticks and soak it off later 
with oll. Never put cotton on a 
burn, It will stick worse than 
clothing and will be almost impos- 
sitie to remove later.
